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RESULTS OF THE 2015 TOWN MEETING WARRANT 
March 10, 2015 


The Annual Meeting of the voters of the Town of Bath was held March 10, 2015 at the Bath 
Village School Cafetortum. Moderator Thomas Rappa, Jr. called the meeting to order at 7:00 
PM. The Pledge of Allegiance was given. 


Luke Poor was presented the Fireman of the Year award by Bath Fire Chief William Minot. 
He is a three year member of the Bath Fire Department that has demonstrated leadership skills 
and has nearly perfect attendance at all fireman functions. He is an ice technician, a swift 
water rescue technician, and a certified level three sawyer, who has been working on wildfire 
skills with Warden Gary Gagnon. Luke received a round of applause from the crowd. 


The Moderator explained the procedures that would be followed throughout the meeting. He 
also suggested that voters announce their names after they are recognized by the Moderator, 
make their motions on the Articles, dispense with the seconding of motions, have their 
discussions, and vote on the motions. A voice vote was taken on his suggestion and the ayes 
prevailed. Dianne Rappa made the motion to waive the reading of the entire warrant at this 
time and read the warrant, Article by Article, as each Article is addressed. A voice vote was 
taken and the ayes prevailed. 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Town Clerk-Tax Collector for one year, a Treasurer for one year, 
one Selectman for three years, one Trustee of the Trust Funds for three years, two Library 
Trustees for three years, one Cemetery Commissioner for three years, and other necessary 
officers for the ensuing year. 


TOWN CLERK-TAX COLLECTOR for ONE YEAR: Judy Stimson nominated Patricia 
Woods. Mary Stapleton seconded the motion. Rick Walling made a motion that the 
nominations cease and the Moderator cast one ballot for Patricia Woods. Sue Driscoll 


seconded the motion. A voice vote was taken, motion carried. The Moderator administered 
the Oath of Office. 


TREASURER for ONE YEAR: Velma Ide nominated Alden Minot. Rick Walling made a 
motion that the nominations cease and the Clerk cast one ballot for Alden Minot. A voice 
vote was taken, motion carried. The Moderator administered the Oath of Office. 


SELECTMAN for THREE YEARS: Dianne Rappa nominated Dianna Ash. Laurel Rust 
seconded the motion. Rick Walling made a motion that the nominations cease and the Clerk 
cast one ballot for Dianna Ash. A voice vote was taken, motion carried. The Moderator 
administered the Oath of Office. 


TRUSTEE OF THE TRUST FUNDS for THREE YEARS: Alan Rutherford nominated 
Richard Long. The Moderator suggested that voters dispense with seconding all motions. 
Rick Walling made a motion that the nominations cease and the Clerk cast one ballot for 


Richard Long. A voice vote was taken, motion carried. The Moderator administered the Oath 
of Office. 


TWO LIBRARY TRUSTEES for THREE YEARS: Macaire Stein nominated Teresa 
Titorenko and Brenda Long. Rick Walling made the motion that the nominations cease and 
the Clerk cast one ballot each for Teresa Titorenko and Brenda Long. A voice vote was taken, 
motion carried. The Moderator administered the Oath of Office to Brenda Long. Teresa 
Titorenko was not present and will take the Oath of Office at a later date. 


CEMETERY COMMISSIONER for THREE YEARS: As there were no nominations, 
Stephen Whitney volunteered to fill the position. Rick Walling made a motion that the 
nominations cease and the Clerk cast one ballot for Stephen Whitney. A voice vote was 
taken, motion carried. The Moderator administered the Oath of Office. 


ARTICLE 2. To hear reports of officers and agents heretofore chosen and to pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


Nancy Lusby made the motion to accept the reports of officers and agents heretofore chosen 
and to pass any vote relating thereto as written, in the Town Report. There was no discussion. 
A voice vote was taken, motion carried. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum not to exceed 
$196,605 for a Fire Department Tank Truck and to authorize the withdrawal of $26,605 from 
the Capital Reserve Fund for the purchase of Fire Department vehicles and further to 
authorize the issuance of the sum of not more than $170,000 of bonds or notes in accordance 
with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and determine the rate of interest 
thereon. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. This vote shall require the support of 
2/3 of the ballots cast to pass. 


Rick Walling made the motion to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
not to exceed $196,605 for a Fire Department Tank Truck and to authorize the withdrawal of 
$26,605 from the Capital Reserve Fund for the purchase of Fire Department vehicles as 
detailed in Article 3. Tim Daily wanted to know why if there is $65,862.78 in the Capital 
Reserve Fund, why is only $26,605 being taken from the fund. Charlie Green also wondered 
if it wouldn’t be better to use the whole amount of the fund. Rick Walling, of the Budget 
Committee, stated that interest on borrowed money is low at this time and the Fire Department 
will possibly need to purchase other equipment in the near future. Brad Kennedy stated that 
he supported the motion and praised the Bath Fire Department for their dedication and 
performance. Tim Daily wanted to know if the new tanker will be able to go down our 
country roads. Fire Chief William Minot stated that it would. He said that the Fire 
Department had spent many hours specking out this new tanker truck. They looked at three 
manufacturers and chose the least expensive of the three. The new truck is capable of 
carrying 18,000 gallons of water, yet weighs the same as the current trucks, will be able to 
cross the Bath Village Covered Bridge in an emergency, is compatible with the fire trucks and 
systems of surrounding towns and should last 20 years. When asked what is going to happen 
to the Fire Truck they are retiring, William Minot replied that the Fire Department is looking 
to sell it. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $200,000 for 
the purchase of a parcel of land and buildings located at 637 Rum Hill Road (Route 302/10) in 
the Town of Bath to be used by the Town’s Highway Department; the sum of $40,000 to 
come from the Capital Reserve Fund for the Purchase of Land and/or Buildings for the 
Highway Department established for this purpose and to authorize the issuance of not more 
than $160,000 of bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance 
Act (RSA 33); to authorize the municipal officials to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes 
and to determine the rate of interest thereon; and also to authorize the Town’s Selectmen to 
take all the actions as are necessary and proper to acquire the parcel. The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation. This vote shall require the support of 2/3 of the ballots cast to 
pass. 


Rick Walling made a motion to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$200,000 for the purchase of a parcel of land and buildings located at 637 Rum Hill Road 
(Route 302/10) in the Town of Bath to be used by the Town’s Highway Department as 
detailed in Article 4. 


Randall Burt spoke against the Article. He felt the property was wet and that the removal of 
the house will not be profitable for the Town. He felt that a better option for the Town would 
be to purchase the piece of land that is for sale on Riverbend Road or the old gravel pit lot on 
Glen Houston’s farm. Tim Donelin suggested the Selectmen sit down with the DES and 
discuss the closeness of the river to the proposed property. Alan Rutherford said they were 
planning on doing that. Rick Walling of the Ammonoosuc River Local Advisory Council 
offered that the Ammonoosuc River is over the 250’ requirement. Tim Donelin asked if the 
Town has spent any monies on reclaiming the gravel pit on Rum Hill property and was told 
that the Town paid around $9,000 to reclaim that gravel pit. Gary Peters felt it would be 
dangerous to run the Highway Loader back and forth from the Village to the Rum Hill 
Property. 


Alan Rutherford, Selectman, stated that there is power on the site in question, as a commercial 
property it would be assessed for $220,000 to $360,000, the water supply is OK now, and the 
property can be accessed by tractor trailers. He stated the Selectmen have looked at other 
sites in Town, but they were not acceptable because they were either too small, access is off a 
hill onto Route 302, or the owner is unwilling to sell. Steve Whitney spoke for the Article. 
He feels the salt shed issue needs to be addressed soon and commented that we can talk this 
issue to death, but as time goes on the cost will only rise. 


The discussion ended and Moderator Tom Rappa gave instructions to the voters on the 
process of voting on Articles 3 and 4. 


There are two separate color coded ballots and two separate marked ballot boxes. The orange 
ballots are for Article 3 and the white ballots are for Article 4. To spend the money, vote 
“yes”. To not spend the money, vote “no”. The voting began at 8:02 PM. 


At 8:30, Tom Rappa asked the voters if they would like to continue acting in the rest of the 
Warrant. A voice vote was taken. The ayes prevailed. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,195,038 
which represents the Operating Budget. Said sum does not include special or individual 
Articles addressed. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


Rick Walling made a motion to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,195,038 which represents 
the Operating Budget. Said sum does not include special or individual articles addressed. 
Jackie Hamel asked the Selectmen for the cost and amount of gravel used last year. Alan 
Rutherford suggested she look on page 38 of the Town Report, under the heading of Highway 
& Streets. A voice vote was taken, motion passed. Article resolved. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $20,000 for 
the Capital Reserve Fund for the acquisition of new Road Maintenance Equipment as 
authorized in Chapter 35 of the New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated. The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation. 


Rick Walling made the motion to raise and appropriate the sum of $20,000 for the Capital 
Reserve Fund for the acquisition of New Road Maintenance Equipment as authorized in 
Chapter 35 of the New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated. Jackie Hamel asked if the 
Town is planning to purchase any other equipment. Chuck Maccini replied that the Town 
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would probably need to purchase another Town Truck in 4 years. A voice vote was taken, 
motion passed. Article resolved. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 for the 
Capital Reserve Fund for the future revaluation of the Town. The Selectmen recommend this 
appropriation. 


Rick Walling made the motion to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 for the Capital 
Reserve Fund for the future revaluation of the Town. Charlie Green asked when the next 
revaluation would occur. Alan Rutherford replied that it has been ongoing since 2014 and 
will be completed in 2016. Dianne Rappa asked the Selectmen for a cost estimate of the 
revaluation and was told it would be about $40,000 to $50,000. A voice vote was taken, 
motion passed. Article resolved. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 for the 
Capital Reserve Fund for future purchase of Fire Department vehicles. The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation. 


Rick Walling made a motion to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 for the Capital 
Reserve Fund for the future purchase of Fire Department vehicles. There was no discussion. 
A voice vote was taken. Motion passed. Article resolved. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000 for 
the Capital Reserve Fund for the purchase of land and/or buildings for the Highway 
Department. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


Rick Walling made a motion to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000 for the Capital 
Reserve Fund for the purchase of land and/or buildings for the Highway Department. Amy 
Peters-Basch made a motion to pass over the Article. A voice vote was taken on her motion 
and the nays prevailed. The motion to pass over the Article failed. Willie Minot suggested we 
still put funds in reserve for a new garage and land. A voice vote was taken on Rick 
Walling’s original motion. Motion passed. Article resolved. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,000 for 
the Capital Reserve Fund for Library Information and Technology. The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation. 


Rick Walling made the motion to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,000 for the Capital 
Reserve Fund for the Library Information and Technology. Dianne Rappa asked for a 
detailed explanation. Bernie Prochnik explained that the funds will be used for Library 
Automation for 2016 as approved by the NH State Library. The estimated cost is $9,500. A 
voice vote was taken, motion passed. Article resolved. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $15,000 for 
the previously established Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of Road Repairs. The 
Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


Rick Walling made a motion to raise and appropriate the sum of $15,000 for the Capital 
Reserve Fund for the purpose of Road Repairs. Jackie Hamel asked for the total dollar 
amount that is in this fund. Alan Rutherford directed her to page 43 of the Town Report 
where it shows a fund balance of $58,743.06. Last year the voters voted to add $50,000 from 
the fund balance to this account. The Town used $15,000 of that money for Road Repairs. A 
voice vote was taken, motion passed. Article resolved. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 for 
the Town’s 250" Celebration. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


Bernie Prochnik, Chairman of the Bath 250" Committee, made a motion to pass over this 
Article. She acknowledged because the Committee has received many donations and pledges 
from generous individuals and businesses and because the sales of license plates are going 
well, the Committee felt it was unnecessary to seek funds from the Town. A voice vote was 
taken, motion passed. Article resolved. 


ARTICLE 13. To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting. 


Alden Minot offered his congratulations to the Highway Department for their excellent job 
keeping the Town roads clear this winter. A round of applause for the Highway Department 
followed his comments. 


Moderator Thomas Rappa acknowledged the dedication of the Town Report to Jody 
Youngman and thanked her for her years of service. Jody received a round of applause from 
the crowd. 


Alan Rutherford, Selectman, asked the voters to consider volunteering for positions that 
remain open on Town Boards and Committees. 


Bill Driscoll asked why funds were transferred from the Bath Village Water account to the 
General Fund. He was told that checks for payment of bills are written off the General Fund 
account and reimbursed at the end of the year. 


Everett Rust reminded voters that the Annual School Meeting is Thursday, March 12" at 7:00 
PM. 


Charlie Green asked about the status of the Monument on the Common. Alan Rutherford 
replied that there has been a settlement in the case and the entire Monument will be replaced. 
It will take a good part of a year before it is completed. 


Dianne Rappa wanted to know when the Millstone will be repaired. Dianna Ash replied that it 
would be taken care of as soon as possible after the snow is gone. 


Tom Rappa closed the polls to voting at 9:05 PM. The ballots were counted for Article #3 
and then Article #4. Results are as follows: 


Article #3: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum not to exceed 
$196,605 for a Fire Department Tank Truck and to authorize the withdrawal of $26,605 from 
the Capital Reserve Fund for the purchase of Fire Department vehicles as detailed in Article 
#3 above. 116 votes were cast. 


“Yes” Votes — 102 “No” Votes — 14 Motion passed. 


Article #4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $200,000 for the 
purchase of a parcel of land and buildings located at 637 Rum Hill Road (Route 302/10) in the 
Town of Bath to be used by the Town’s Highway Department as detailed in Article #4 above. 
117 votes were cast. 


“Yes” Votes — 42 “No” Votes — 74 Abstention - | Motion failed. 
Rick Walling made a motion to adjourn the meeting. A voice vote was taken, motion carried. 
The Meeting adjourned at 9:15 pm.

FUTURE SALT STORAGE SHED AND HIGHWAY 
DEPARTMENT RELOCATION COMMITTEE FINAL REPORT 
June 2015

In April of 2015, a Committee was formed and met bi-weekly to address the concerns of 
the Storage and Management of Deicing Materials for Winter use. The current storage 
shed is 38 feet long, 18 feet wide and is a 16 foot high wooden structure, attached to the 
Town of Bath Selectmen’s office building that is in close proximity to the edge of the 
Ammonoosuc River. 


The Storage Shed at the peak where the roof connects with the main building has a 6 inch 
gap from the main building. The support wall along the river has boards that are seriously 
decomposed causing the lower portion of the wall to have a severe bow. The salt is being 
stored on a dirt floor with no other means of containment. The Committee has concerns 
that in the near future, shifting of the Storage Shed toward the river, will at some point 
collapse and debris will fall into the river. If this happens, the clean-up expense will be a 
major burden to the Town. 


The current Town Garage is too small to house existing equipment in a safe and efficient 
manner not to mention the following: 

e the building has no indoor restroom, 

e there is a 19 foot long floor drain and it is very questionable as to where it drains, 

e the equipment doors to exit the Garage are very close to the fog line to Route 302 

which creates a safety issue when backing equipment out of the Garage, 

e the winter sand stock pile is 92 feet long and 64 feet wide and is seeded with salt, 

the rear wall of the Garage is 44 feet to the top of the river bank. 


The Town Building, Town Garage, Salt Shed and Winter Sand pile sit on .090 acres of 
land. With that said, the room for expansion is very difficult, if not impossible. 


The Committee contacted Tim Drew, Administrator of Permitting with the New 
Hampshire Department of Environment Services, and were advised that placement of any 
new Salt Storage Shed has to be 400 feet from a well head and 250 feet from a river or 
stream. 
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The Search Committee identified certain criteria to be used to research a future Deicing 
Materials Storage Location and for future needs. The criteria that was identified include: 


Current DES Regulations Drainage/Water Issues 
Access to Non-Posted Road Acreage for Future Expansion 
Proximity to Bath Village Power 
Minimum Acreage 2 Acres Entering and Exiting Safely onto Roadway into Traffic 
Cost of Purchase Additional Benefits Timber/Sand/Gravel 


Using the criteria created the Committee indentified 16 properties, some for sale and 
some not for sale. From the 16 we eliminated most by using the criteria created.

After reviewing all the properties on our list, the Committee strongly recommends that 
the Town of Bath enter into negotiations to purchase the Audolenska Property at 78 
Lisbon Road in Bath. The 10 acres Tax Map number 23, lot number 39 will give the 
Town room for expansion if needed. The land is ideally suited as it has 383 feet of 
frontage on Route 302 on a non-posted paved road and 233 feet of frontage on High 
Street. The land is still in a very close proximity to the Village, less than one half mile 
from the exiting Town Garage. Members of the Committee have walked the land, it was 
found to be flat and dry with no sign of water. Five test pits were dug (photos available), 
4 out of the 5 had coarse sand down 4 to 5 feet then a silt clay material. The 5" pit was 
dug to a depth of 8 feet all of which was coarse sand. There is a possibility that the Town 
may be able to mine some amount of winter sand from the property. 


At this point we do not expect to find 10 acres of land that fits our criteria to become 
available in the future at the price being asked of $85,000. 


As Taxpayers, the Committee strongly supports the Town of Bath to purchase the 
Audolenska property for present and future needs. 


I would like to thank members of the Committee who volunteered their time and all the 
hard work they put into the Committee.

Downloadable Books. Patrons had access to more than 7,000 audio books and 9,000 
eBook titles through our membership in the New Hampshire Downloadable Books 
Consortium.

SERVICES 


Inter-Library Loan. The Library participates in the New Hampshire Automated 
Information System. On behalf of patrons, we borrowed 319 items from other 
libraries, and loaned 118 items to other libraries throughout the State. 


Public-Use Computers and WiFi. In December, we installed one new desktop 
computer for public use. Free wireless Internet connectivity is found throughout the 
Library, and with a range strong enough to facilitate use outside the Library, service is 
also available 24 hours a day. Over 1,945 patrons and visitors took advantage of this 
service. 


Tutorials. We offer one-on-one instruction by appointment in downloading eBooks 
and audio books with an eBook reader, tablet, smartphone, mp3 player, or computer. 


PROGRAMS 


Children: Programs during the school year included weekly Story Hours for 
toddlers, preschoolers and homeschoolers, outreach Story Times in the community, a 
six week Winter Activity Program at Bath Village School, Great Stone Face Book 
Review, and many more. The six week summer reading program, “Every Hero Has 
A Story” served an average of 49 children each week with a total of 1,475 hours of 
reading achieved.

LIBRARY NEWS: 


The Library was the recipient of the 2015 CLiF Rural Library Grant. This grant 
included $2,000 worth of new children’s books for the Bath Public Library and $500 
for the School Library, two exciting storytelling’s events, and a free book giveaway 
presentation at the Library, where every child selected a book of their choice to take 
home. 

In October 2015, the New Hampshire Astronomical Society awarded our Library a 
StarBlast Astronomical Telescope. The telescope is easy to use and available for 
checkout. 
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e In December 2015, Friends of the Bath Public Library was revitalized. 
e Finally the Bath Public Library rocketed into the 21 Century by starting automation 
in August. As of December 2015, 80% of the Library’s collection was automated.

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POLICE REPORT 


I would like to thank the Town’s people for the support that the Police Department has 
received again this year. The past year has been challenging mostly due to the events in 
the month of July. There were a total of 730 calls for service in the Town of Bath in 
2015. These calls were handled by the Bath Police Department and members of the New 
Hampshire State Police. A call for service is anything that would require Police action. 
These calls range from a Motor Vehicle complaint, Motor Vehicle Accident, Theft 
Report, Domestic Assault, Medical Emergency just to name a few. 


The report of thefts is an ongoing issue due to the Heroin problem statewide. I would 
like to thank the People of the Town of Bath for reporting suspicious activity. This is 
how most crimes are solved with the help of the public. 


The monthly information sharing meetings with the Lisbon, Haverhill and Littleton 
Police Departments are still ongoing. These meetings have aided with the investigations 
that have led to arrests and pending arrests in the near future. 


I continue to attend monthly safety meetings at the Bath School. In October, a 
School/Emergency Evacuation Center Security Assessment was completed by the 
Division of Homeland Security. The assessment is now being reviewed by the Safety 
Committee. 


Again, I would like to thank the Town’s people for the support that we have received. I 
would also like to thank the Bath Fire Department and the Bath Department of Public 
Works. If there are any questions or concerns that we can help you with, please feel free 
to contact us or stop in to speak with anyone of us at the Department. I am always 
interested in what the citizens feel the needs of the community may be.

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EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 


In 2015, the Town of Bath’s Emergency Management activities were limited to hazard 
mitigation, 1.e., planning and implementing tactics that reduce or eliminate potential 
emergencies or ensure that, should an emergency occur, lives and property will be 
minimally impacted. Activities included routine upkeep of the Town’s designated 
DHART landing site, maintenance of the emergency generator at the school, and 
participation in a Bath Village School safety assessment. In addition, I participated in a 
mock drill of emergency response in the event of a pandemic. In the event of a 
pandemic, vaccines would be provided to Bath residents at the Haverhill Middle School 
through the North Country Regional Health Network. 


I would like to remind everyone that, in the event of an emergency that requires quick 
notification of Town residents, Grafton County’s CodeRED high-speed telephone 
emergency notification services will be used. CodeRED will only work well with good 
telephone database information. If your phone number is not in the database, you will 
not be called in an emergency. Although most publicly available residential telephone 
information is pre-loaded in the database, it is essential that residents and businesses 
register their updated/correct information directly into the system. This is particularly 
important for those with unlisted numbers, and those utilizing cellular or “Voice Over 
Internet Protocol” technology in their homes or offices. To ensure that no one is omitted, 
I urge all individuals and businesses to log onto the Sheriff's Department website, 
www.graftoncountysheriffinet and follow the link to the "CodeRED Residential and 
Business Data Collection" page. Those without Internet access may register for Grafton 
County’s CodeRED system by writing to the Grafton County Sheriff's Department, 3785 
Dartmouth College Highway, Box 6, North Haverhill, NH 03774-4936. Required 
information includes first and last name, street address (physical address, no P.O. boxes), 
city, state, zip code, primary phone number, and additional phone numbers (if 
applicable). You may also contact the Emergency Management Director through the 
Town Office.

We have been involved in a Safety Evaluation and Emergency Action Plan at the Bath 
Village School, and have practiced Emergency Evacuation drills and conducted Fire 
Drills at the School. 


The Fire Association would like to thank everyone who helped with and supported the 
Annual Street Dance and Turkey Supper. 


I would urge that all property owners in Town be sure their 911 numbers are visible at the 
end of their driveways. Many times Fire and Ambulance responses have been delayed by 
not finding the call on the first pass by.

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HIGHWAY BLOCK GRANT AID 
BUREAU OF MUNICIPAL HIGHWAYS 


The following is notification of State Highway Block Grant Aid available to your Town 
in State Fiscal Year 2016 (July 1, 2015 thru June 30, 2016) based on estimated revenues 
through June 30, 2015. The Block Grant Aid payment includes an additional payment 
resulting from the increased highway revenue from SB367 that was effective July 1, 
2014. The total could possibly change based on final audited State FY 2015 revenues. 
The resulting adjustment will be reflected in the April payment. Funding is anticipated to 
be available upon the availability and continued appropriation of funds in the future 
operating budget. 


State Highway Block Grant Aid anticipated to be available to the Town of Bath during 
Fiscal Year 2016 (July 1, 2015 to June 30, 2016) is as follows:

In generalized terms and in accordance with statutory provisions for distribution of 
Apportionment “A” funds, a disbursement is made of approximately $1,235.00 for each 
mile of Class IV and Class V highway inventoried by each municipality and 
approximately $11.00 for each person residing in a municipality based on the state 
planning estimate of population. Apportionment “B” is distributed this year to 19 small 
towns under a somewhat more complicated formula as specified in RSA 235:23, which 
recognizes the economics of maintaining their Class V highway mileage when considered 
in relationship to their equalized valuation tax base.

The Bath Cemetery Commission sold three Cemetery lots and twelve corner stones were 
installed. Corner stones are required for lots purchased and can be installed for a fee. 
The corner stones are a great help when mapping out the Cemeteries so we will know 
how many available lots are left. In the Village Cemetery a road will eventually have to 
be constructed in the new section of the Cemetery. In a few years the Town will have to 
think about acquiring more land for the Cemetery as more lots are being sold. 


The Littleton Monument Company has done a good job in the past year of cleaning and 
restoring the monuments of the Swiftwater Village Cemetery. John Hanks, owner of the 
Littleton Monument Company, will continue to clean and restore the stones in Swiftwater 
in 2016. Work will also be done in the old section of the Pettyboro Cemetery for stones 
upheaved from the ground due to the weather. Mr. Hanks did an excellent job of 
restoring and replacing stones at the Bath Village Cemetery last summer after a truck ran 
off the highway during the winter and damaged part of the Cemetery fence and some of 
the stones. The damaged stones that had to be replaced were given to the Bath Historical 
Society for safekeeping. Cleaning and restoring the Cemetery stones is an ongoing 
project and it takes time. Finally, many thanks and appreciation to Dale Fullerton who 
helped repair the Bath Cemetery fence.

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HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


As you know, 2015 was a significant year for us with our celebrating 250 years of 
~ history. And what a lot of history has been made here through the years! 


The mission of the Historical Society is “To collect and preserve historical artifacts and 
memorabilia pertinent to local heritage.” In working to fulfill that responsibility we are 
indebted to all who have assisted us in gathering materials and information. We have 
recorded some oral histories and acquired some printed materials and artifacts. But we 
are always looking for more. We hope you will remember us if you have something to 
share. At present we are especially interested in looking for things to equip our “old 
time” kitchen. 


Now that we have a home, we find ourselves in a “work in progress” situation. 
Everything has been moved from Town Hall storage to our house with the exception of 
the round oak table which will soon be moved. All that has not been cataloged to date 
will be done and displays arranged. We are looking forward to having lots of visitors. 


A lot has happened in 2015. We have had an extensive rehab project to make our home 
structurally sound, inviting and with provision for those with physical handicaps. 


In August, the room dedicated to Raymond Burton was officially opened. We were 
fortunate to have assistance from Plymouth State University where informative panels 
were prepared for display. 


We continued our two traditional activities — the Memorial Day Ghost Walk and the 
December Memory Tree. And, of course, along the way, we had several fund raising 
events. 


Member Craig Pursley was inspired to establish a Youth Corps. Under his guidance, 
young people will do volunteer work for the Historical Society and we hope will become 
interested and active in things historical. Upon achieving a given level of commitment 
they will be given a jacket with an appropriate emblem. 


Member Betty Sawyer donated to the Society a most remarkable gift in memory of her 
late husband — Merrill “Tom” Sawyer. Tom and Betty were charter members of the 
Society and were instrumental in establishing the organization. The gift, which we 
proudly display in our front room, is a splendid one horse open sleigh. It belonged to the 
Hutchins family, early settlers of Bath in the Upper Village. The sleigh is emblematic of 
winter transportation in the “olden days” and we are indeed fortunate to have such a 
treasure. 


We have a May 30™ Ghost Walk, a November meeting on the 3™ Thursday and a 
Memory Tree Ceremony and dedication in December. On the other nine months 
meetings are held on the last Thursday mid-day in winter and evening in summer. 
Anyone is welcome to attend and we are always happy to add new members. 
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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Bath Conservation Commission had an active 2015, performing the duties outlined 
under RSA 36-A, to study and protect the natural resources of the Town. 


From May to September, 2015, community volunteers received training from the NH 
Fish and Game Department in the New Hampshire Geological Survey Stream Crossing 
Assessment Protocol. They inventoried 8 stream crossings and rated their ability to pass 
aquatic organisms. This information will be used to solicit grant money to improve 
selected crossings and allow brook trout to access habitats for thermal refuges and 
spawning in Bath streams. 


The Commission also updated the Bath Natural Resources Inventory to reflect changes in 
the Wildlife Action Plan (WAP), upon which the NRI is based. 


Other Conservation Commission accomplishments included: 


Y Continuing to re-inventory the Town Forest to update the management plan and 
add current information to the NRI. 


Y Serving on the Planning Board to offer technical expertise to address 
subdivision proposals and a draft energy ordinance. 


Y Monitoring the Town owned conservation easement. 


Coordinating with the new NHACC Executive Director to promote Citizen 
Science projects with Conservation Commissions and schools to protect 
watersheds. 


Future plans include: 


Y Increasing the public’s awareness about the ecological and economic impact of 
invasive species. 


Y Continuing work on stream crossing inventories.

Along 
with these applications a request for a variance for multifamily/condo/townhouse 
dwellings on a small commercial lot were discussed as it was being submitted for a ZBA 
hearing. During this process the Bath Town Planning Board felt that the definition, 
adequate land, water and septic for multifamily dwellings may need to be strengthened. 
Connecting the definition and application process to the current Cluster Development 
Zoning Regulations and subsequent dwelling/land ratios. This topic will be a recurring 
agenda item for 2016. 


Hard copies of the updated Town of Bath Subdivision Regulations and Bath Town 
Zoning Ordinances are available at the Town Office as well as online at the www.bathnh 
website. CD’s and hard copies of the 2007 Master Plan are also available at the Town 
Office. 


We always welcome your concerns and please feel free to contact any member of the 
Planning Board or drop your ideas and comments off at the Town Office. If you have a 
question about land use, Town issues, etc., contact the Selectmen first and they will 
advise you as to which Board, if any, you need to contact. Feel free to drop in and if you 
would like to serve on this or any Town Board, let the Town Office know. 


ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment has set aside the third Tuesday of the month at 7:00 PM 
to meet in the Bath Town Meeting Room. However, we only meet when needed. 


In 2015, the Board acted on one item. A 2015 application for a Special Exception to 
permit construction of seven condos approximately 1480 square feet each and single 
garages 360 square feet on 2.85 acres, the application was denied.

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


Greetings BVS Community Members: 
There are so many great things to write about this year! The 2015-2016 school year 


began on August 26, 2015 with 83 students in grades K-6. Below is a chart showing our 
enrollment trends since 2010. 


BVS welcomes aboard Jessica Fiore and Sheena Danforth. Jessica was hired as a full- 
time special education/title 1 instructor. She resides in Bath, NH with her husband and 
two children. She has been and continues to be a very active member of the BVS PTO. 
Sheena Danforth joins us as a special education assistant. She too resides in Bath, NH 
with her husband and two children. 


This year BVS implemented the R.O.C.K.S Program (Responsibility, Outstanding 
attitude, Citizenship, Kindness, and Safety). The intent of the R.O.C.K.S Program is to 
approach behavior in a positive manner by teaching students to encourage and recognize 
positive behavior in themselves and others. Students earn R.O.C.K.S links for exhibiting 
positive behaviors. The links are joined together to create a chain, which is proudly 
making its way from the sixth grade classroom to the gym. When we reach a certain 
destination along the way we will celebrate our success. 


To ensure that we are meeting the needs of all students, BVS implemented a five-day a 
week, thirty minute intervention/enrichment block with a focus on reading and math. 
During this time, all new instruction stops, so that students leaving classrooms do not 
miss new instruction. The students who are not in need of interventions are provided re- 
teaching and/or enrichment opportunities. To ensure that the interventions are working 
students are screened monthly using the STAR math/reading assessment and the 
intervention 1s tweaked as needed. Thus far, the block has proven to be very beneficial. 
We will continue to look at the effectiveness of the block and make adjustments as 
needed. 


Celebrating Veteran’s Day has been a long time tradition at BVS and this year was no 
different. On November 10, 2015 approximately 24 Veterans and their spouses joined us 
for a luncheon celebration. The celebration began with a brief message from County 
Commissioner, Linda Lauer a retired Navy veteran. Veterans and family members were 
showered with gifts specially made by students and then we all gathered together for a 
wonderful meal. This is a wonderful BVS tradition that will continue for years. Thanks to 
all of our veterans who have and continue to serve our Country. 
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The staff and students at BVS want to extend a special thank you to the BVS PTO for the 
continued support they provide the school. It is with their support that our students enjoy 
many great activities such as winter activities and movie nights. In addition, the PTO 
provides playground equipment such as sleds for students to enjoy during the winter 
events. Their support is endless and very much appreciated. 


Community connections are important to BVS. Last year, we participated in the Bath 
250" Celebration by hosting an Old Colonial Days Carnival. The event was a great 
success and was attended by many BVS parents and some community members. In 
addition, we hosted a community soup drive and continue to have a strong connection 
with the Bath Public Library. 


Lastly, the BVS staff extends a special thank you to the school board and the Bath 
community members for all the support you provide us. It is with your support that we 
are able to provide students with a great learning experience. Your commitment to the 
school is very much appreciated. As always, you are welcome to visit us to experience 
the great things that take place at BVS on a daily basis.

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BATH SCHOOL DISTRICT 
SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Bath Village School has undergone a significant change this year with the addition, as of 
the time of writing this report, of 14 students or a 20% increase! With that growth in 
student numbers came a need for additional guidance time. As a result, we have increased 
our itinerant guidance counselor’s time from .91 FTE to 1 FTE with the additional time to 
be spent in Bath. 


Through the efforts of Principal Bernice Burroughs, a grant was secured from Homeland 
Security to cover the startup costs of a safety program called CopSync. This program, 
which is being initiated across the entire state, will provide for virtually immediate 
notification of a need for emergency service to the nearest police officer while alerting 
dispatch and all other police officials nearby. The same program is being initiated in all 
other SAU 23 schools. We are very pleased to be able to enhance the protection of our 
staff and students in this way and are most appreciative of the financial assistance 
obtained from Homeland Security. 


As a result of spill prevention requirements promulgated by the NH Department of 
Environmental Services (DES), we are currently in the process of changing over our 
heating system from fuel oil to propane. Doing so required a fair amount of work but will 
also provide us with a much cleaner and greener source of heat while also saving us 
substantial money. The costs of upgrading our oil equipment considerably exceeded the 
cost of converting to propane. If we did not make the conversion, we would continue to 
be required to make future upgrades and replace spill monitoring equipment as it aged. 
We are pleased that our new heating system saves us money and also reduces our carbon 
footprint! Our new Facilities and Grounds Director, Bert Vines, was extremely helpful in 
managing this project. He has been a very welcome addition to our staff. 


This will be my final annual report to you and it has been a pleasure to work with and for 
the Bath School District. My best wishes to all of you in the years to come.
